The amber charge light blinks when your iPAQ Pocket PC is 
recharging the battery. 

The amber charge light is solid (non blinking) when the battery is 
fully charged. 




3. Microsoft ActiveSync 3.5 opens on your computer and 
recognizes your iPAQ Pocket PC.

Charge with the AC Adapter 

You can charge your iPAQ Pocket PC using the AC adapter. If 
you purchased an optional expansion pack, you can use the AC 
adapter to recharge the battery of an optional expansion pack (for 
example, recharge the battery of the Dual-Slot PC Card 
Expansion Pack). 

The standard adapter works in any household outlet. You can also 
purchase one that works in your car's cigarette lighter or a 12- volt 
power outlet. 

CAUTION: Use only Compaq recommended AC adapters. 

1. Locate the AC adapter. 

2. Plug the AC adapter into an outlet. 

3. Insert the DC adapter plug into the bottom of your iPAQ 
Pocket PC. 
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4. Insert the AC adapter plug into the DC adapter plug.

When installing applications, look for the correct version for the 
iPAQ Pocket PC. 

Hint: Install important applications to the iPAQ File Store folder 
located in the File Explorer on your iPAQ Pocket PC. 
Applications in iPAQ File Store are held in ROM and will not be 
lost if you perform a hard reset of your iPAQ Pocket PC or if the 
battery loses its charge. iPAQ File Store can store between 5 and 
6 MB of information, depending on the model.
